"Regine Van Dorn" . . .Miss Diamonz 1997

What were Liberace's legal victo¬ 
ries? 

Undoubtedly the most flamboyant entertainer of the century, 
Wladziu Valentino Liberace was also one of the most fiercely clos¬ 
eted. On three separate occasions, the showman hired lawyers to 
help keep his homosexuality secret, each time defeating those who 
alleged that he was gay. The entertainer who absolutely reveled in 
gay stereotypes - from poodles to pink sequins - insisted on a het¬ 
erosexual facade until the day he died of AIDS just over 10 years 
ago. 

Liberace first went to court to swear to his status as a red-blooded 
American male in 1956, when a columnist for the London Daily Mir¬ 
ror called him, among other things, a '’fruit-flavored, mincing, ice- 
covered heap of mother love.” Liberace sued for damages, and in 
the trial testified that his bachelor status was only temporary. "I am 
always looking around for a pretty girl to marry," he said under oath. 
"I have 12 proposals a month, and on Valentine's Day I got 27,000 
Valentines."

This testimony came after more than a decade of sexual liaisons 
between Liberace and other men. But when Liberace was asked in 
court about his feelings towards homosexuality, he replied, "My feel¬ 
ings are the same as anyone else, sir. I am against this practice 
because it offends convention and it offends society." 

William Connor, the columnist whose mockery of Liberace had 
occasioned the lawsuit, defended himself by denying that the col¬ 
umn implied that Liberace was gay, even arguing that the words 
"fruit" and "fairy" only have gay connotations in America, but not in 
Britain. The jury did not believe him and his publication was forced 
to pay more than $20,000 in damages. Liberace later wrote that he 
felt his manhood had been vindicated by the verdict. 

A year later, the American scandal-mongering publication Confi¬ 
dential ran a cover story entitled "Why Liberace's Theme Song 
Should be 'Mad About the Boy.'" Liberace sued, and the parties set¬ 
tled out of court, this time enriching the entertainer and his attorneys 
by $40,000. 

Thirty years later, Liberace once again found himself in court defend¬ 
ing himself against an accusation of homosexuality, this time in a 
"palimony" suit by his former chauffeur and lover, Scott Thorson. 
Thorson had met Liberace in 1977 when the younger man was 18 
and the entertainer was more than three times his age. Liberace 
had invited a series of good looking, blond young men into his many 
bedrooms in his many homes, but his relationship with Thorson was 
longer and by all accounts more devoted. 

During their five year relationship, Liberace showered Thorson 
with hundreds of gifts, investigated the possibility of legally adopting 
him, and paid for plastic surgery so the younger man could look 
more like his patron. Thorson's memoir describes Liberace as sexu¬ 
ally ravenous, with a fondness for poppers, porno tapes, and multi¬ 
ple sex partners. Toward the end of their relationship, Thorson be¬ 
came increasingly dependent on cocaine, while Liberace increas¬ 
ingly had his eye on other young men. 

In March 1982, Thorson was evicted from one of Liberace's apart¬ 
ments and given $75,000 in exchange for waiving future claims. But 
he soon argued that he had agreed under duress and was entitled to 
$113 million in damages because Liberace had promised to take 
care of all Thorson's financial needs in exchange for companionship 
and sex. Two years later, a Nevada judge threw Thorson's lawsuit 
out of court by holding that a "money for sex" arrangement was pros¬ 
titution, which even in Nevada did not entitle Thorson to a perma¬ 
nent share of Liberace's income. Thorson's lawyers refused to drop 
the matter, though, and in 1986, Liberace agreed to a final payment 
of $95,000 to end the legal maneuvers. 

By that time, Liberace's health had begun to waver from AIDS. 
Despite an increasingly gaunt appearance, the entertainer played to 
sold-out crowds in Radio City Music Hall, where he made a grand 
entrance by flying above the audience on cables. When questioned 
about Liberace's weight loss, his manager told the press that Liber¬ 
ace was on a "watermelon diet" and was in generally good health. 
Not until Liberace's coroner held a nationally televised press confer¬ 
ence was AIDS revealed as the cause of death, and to this day, 
some of the devoted elderly women who conduct tours at the Liber¬ 
ace Museum in Las Vegas insist that Liberace's so-called homo- 













sexuality and AIDS are nothing but cruel rumors about a talented 
bachelor. 

Liberace's life was replete with contradictions about his sexuality. 
His autobiography states that he lost his virginity to a female singer 
in Milwaukee - yet he gives her the classically drag name of "Miss 
Bea Haven." He would introduce his lover to his audiences as his 
companion - yet he told the press that gays were trying to "assassi¬ 
nate" him with Thorson's lawsuit. With his extravagant costumes 
and flaming style, his life can be seen as a befuddled attempt to 
argue that you don't have to be gay to be campy.

WC ARE 41.6%! 


I can't believe "Queer Science" columnist Simon LeVay, bought 
that hokie "scientific study" which says gays are only 1 % of the popu¬ 
lation. I've read the study and it still pisses me off that "scientific poll¬ 
sters" (hereafter to be known as Bozos) use the ridiculous premise 
that everyone is straight until proven gay! The "Bozo Question¬ 
naire" was sent to about 8000 people who were asked if they had 
had "intimate genital contact sex" in the last 5 years with someone of 
the same sex. If they answered YES, they were gay.

Preventing Ovarian Cancer 



The American Cancer Society estimated that in 1994 24,000 
American women would get ovarian cancer, and in that same year, 
nearly 14,000 would die from it. Just as with all other cancers, there 
is many different types of ovarian cancer Also, as with other can¬ 
cers, it is important to detect ovarian cancer as early as possible. 
Unfortunately, because of its location, this can be difficult. 

"Most cases of ovarian cancer are found in women over the age of 
50, but this disease can also occur in younger women," according to 
the National Cancer Institute (NCI). "Women who have regular pel¬ 
vic exams may increase their chance that, if ovarian cancer devel¬ 
ops, it will be found at an early stage." 

What complicates early detection even further is that an ovarian 
cancer can grow for a long time before it will cause symptoms. Of¬ 
tentimes, even when symptoms occur, they are ignored because 
they feel so vague. 

The most common symptoms of ovarian cancer are swelling, 
bloating or discomfort in the lower abdomen and low back pain. The 
disease may cause a loss of appetite and a feeling of fullness, even 


after a light meal. Other symptoms may include gas, indigestion, 
nausea and weight loss. As an ovarian cancer tumor grows, it can 
also put pressure on nearby organs causing constipation or frequent 
urination. 

An ovarian cancer is not detected in a Pap smear (the common 
test for cancer of the cervix). A pelvic exam will oftentimes allow the 
physician to feel masses or growths. If ovarian cysts or growths are 
suspected, the doctor may order an ultrasound. Ovarian cancer can 
only be confirmed by a pathologist who examines tissue taken from 
the site. If cancer is found, surgery is often recommended. 

Although researchers don't know the exact cause of ovarian can¬ 
cer, they do know that... 

• Women who have had breast cancer are more at risk of developing 
ovarian cancer. 

• Women who have a family history of ovarian/breast cancer are 
more at risk. 

• Women who have never been pregnant have more of a risk of 
developing ovarian cancer, conversely, the more often a woman has 
been pregnant, the less likely she is to develop ovarian cancer. 

• Women who use birth control pills are less likely to develop ovarian 
cancer. 

• Women who have a history of low back pain from nerve pressure 
or injury are more at risk. 

A recent article in the Journal of National Cancer Institute de¬ 
scribed a study showing that elevated cholesterol levels can also

increase a woman's chance of getting ovarian cancer. 
In the study, while higher serum cholesterol levels were 
associated with an increased risk of developing ovarian 
cancer, selenium was shown to actually provide protec¬ 
tion against the development of this type of cancer. 

• Selenium should be a part of a good antioxidant ther¬ 
apy to aid in the prevention of any type of cancer. 

To prevent ovarian cancer, the biggest favor you can 
do yourself is to get to know your body and how it re¬ 
sponds each and every day of the month. If you recog¬ 
nize something seems out of place, don't just "blow it 
off." Ask questions and keep pursuing the answer. 

As a chiropractor, I am constantly telling my patients 
there are always underlying causes to problems. Symp¬ 
toms are just the "tip of the iceberg." A decrease in the 
functioning of the nervous system especially in the 
lower back and pelvic region can lead to a malfunction 
in that area.
